LONDON,  July  28. — Success  or  failure  of  the  proposal  to  hold 
a  conference  here  between  the  Entente,  Soviet^  Russia  and  Russian 
border  slates'  representatives  depends  almost  wholly  on  the  armistice 
terms  Russia  lays  down  to  the  Poles,  probably  Saturday,  in  the 
opinion  of  officials. 

Inlimations  have  reached  oftlcial  quarters  that  the  Russians  are 
not  finding  it  easy  to  decide  on  terms.  One  faction,  led  by  Lenine, 
is  reported  in  favor  of  terms  that  it  will  be  reasonable  to  suppose  the 
Poles  would  accept,  while  Trotaky  and  some  of  his  intimates  are  re^ 
ported  as  insisting  on  terms  so  humiliating  that  the  Poles  would  be 
forced  to  continue  fighting  or  overthrow  their  'government  if  the 
_tcrms  were  accepted. 

'  <  •  Should  the  latter  contingency  arise  it  would  be  useless  to  at- 
tempt a  conference.  Simultaneously  with  the  dispatch  of  the  note 
to  the  Bolsheviki  suggesting  the  tonftyence.  Great  Britain  invited 
Letvia,  Lithuania,  Finland  and  Esthonia  to  participate.  The  first 
three  accepted  wholeheartedly.  Esthonia  sent  word  it  wait  willing  to 
participate,  but  did  not  express  warm  approval.

DECREASE  OF  WORK 

OTTAWA,  July  28. — Reports  from 
more  than  5,100  employers  to  the 
Dominion  headquarters  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  employment  service 
indicate  that,  disregurdlng  loss  of 
time  duo  to  strikes,  there  was  another 
Increase  In  the  volume  of  employ- 
ment during  the  week  ended  June  28. 

For  the  following  week,  however, 
these  Arms  estimated  that  they  would 
have  a  net  decrease  In  staffs  of  1,140 
persons,  or  2  per  cent.  The  antici- 
pated decline  was  attributed  mainly 
to  estimated  curtailment  of  operations 
In  the  Iron  and  steel  group  of  in- 
dustries because  of  a  shortag*  of 
fuel.

»  LONDON,  .July  28.— The  rugsed 
features  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  whose 
face  Premier  Lloyd  George  jlescribed 
as  the  one  best  known,  to  the  Angloi. 
Baxon  world,  are  now  revealed  to  the 
gaze  of  the  multitudes  that  dally  pass 
through  Parliament  Square,  in  the 
heart   of   London. 

The  Ht.  Uaudens  statue  of  Lincoln, 
gift  of  the  Americans  to  the  British 
people,  was  unveiled  in  a  pouring  rain 
today  by  the  Duke  of  Connaught.  afti* 
a  public  meeting  In  Central  Hall,  ut 
which  tribute."!  to  the  mArtyred  presi- 
dent wene  paid  by  the  British  I'rimo 
Mimintcr,  Viscount  Brycc  and  Klihu 
r.oot. 

Thousands  of  persons  ntood  for  ho>irs 
to  witness  the  ceremony,  but  all  most 
of  them  saw  was  ,i  forest  of  um'orellup. 
Mr.  Root  had  a  cordial  'reception  from 
the  gathering  In  the  hall,  ana  hi.-t 
speech  of  presentation  was  vigorously 
applauded,  especially  his  declaration 
thdt  In  no  groat  world' emergency  could 
-  Britain  and  America  be  on  opposite 
sides. 

Mr.  Root  described  In  detsll  Lincoln's 
life  struggles  and  his  Ideals,  which  he 
maintained  ICnglishmen  understood  at 
the  time  he  commanded  public  at- 
tention. He  emphasised  this  by  read- 
ing a  copy  of  a  sympathetic  letter  from 
six  thousand  Manchester  cotton  opera- 
tives. Unemployed  Ixicause  of  the  short- 
age of  cotton  during  the  war  bett^ern 
the  Northern  and  Southern  States,  tont 
to  I^lncoln  after  promulgation  of  the 
emancipation  proclamation. 

In  an  endeavor  to  impress  on  his 
audience  the  human  side  of  Mr.  Lincoln, 
Mr.  Root  read  familiar  parts  of  his 
second  Inaugural  address  and  his  letter 
to  Mrs.  Blxby.  of  Boston,  when  he 
learned  she  had  lost  five  sons  in 
battle. 

The  audience  cheered  Mr.  Lloyd 
Oeor^e  when  he  roj-e  to  accept  the 
statue   for   tbe   British   peopU. 

■Resolute  In  war.  he  was  moderate 
In  victory.'  was  the  Premier's  tribute 
to  .Lincoln.  In  whloh  the  audience  read 
present    International  significance. 

Every  other  trlbutj  that  Mr,  Lloyd 
George  gave  to  Lincoln  was  applauded. 
After  the  speeche.i,  those  on  the  plat- 
form marched  to  Canning  Square,  where 
the  unveiling  took  plar<v  Ther-}  Mr.

A  Government  statement  read  by 
Foreign  Minister  Simons  urged  a 
postponement  of  active  socialization 
until  the  special  commission  now  in- 
vestigating the  issue  makes  concrete  I 
proposals.  His  statement  also  set' 
forth  that  an  attempt  to  confiscate  the 
mines  at  this  time  would  create  an 
Impreasion  among  the  Entente  that 
Germany  was  seeking  ft)  evade  or  de^ 
lay  fulfillmont  of  tho  obligations  as- 
sumed at  Spa.

Mr.  Wil- 
son's failure — the  reason  and  cause  I 
wUl  not  discuss — to  live  up  to  his 
lofty  principles  and  his  noble  idealii, 
chilled  the  hearts  of  mlllionB  who  had 
put  their  faith  in  him  and  almost 
worshipped  him.  They  look  with  real 
sorrow  upon  the  m^ral  lapse  of 
America  as  one  of  the  tragedies  sf 
history."

Amuhdsen  has  gone  t©  Nome,  U  Is 
thought,  to  outfit  for  an  attempt  to 
reach  the  North  Pole.  According  to 
Chrlstianla  dispatches  In  April,  the 
explorer  hopes  to  lock  his  boat  In 
the  Ice  of  Western  Siberia  and  drift 
across  or  near  the  Pole.  Ho  plans  \> 
be    gone    five    years. 

Ever  since  Amundsen  sailed  i:orth 
from  Norway  m  19X8  he  has  been  in 
the  Arctic.  For  nineteen  months  he 
was  not  heard  from.  Firat  word 
from  him  came  in  April,  1920,  when 
members  of  his  crew  arrived,  at 
Anadir,  Siberia,  across  the  Bering 
Sea  from  Nome,  and  reportel  they 
liad  corner  ever  lead  from  the  Arctic, 
where  th«»  Mau«|e  was  wait  ng  for 
the  ice  to  break  so  she  could  sail 
south  to  Nome.*  Amundsen's  arrival 
at  Nome,  it  has  been  said,  glyes  him 
claim  to  first  clrcumnaTlgation  of  the 
gtol^e  through  the  waters  between 
the  Arctic  ice  pack  and  the  northern 
edges   of  Europe   and   America. 

The  first  leg  of  the  Journey  was 
completed  in  1906.  when  he  pushed 
through  the  Northwest  Passage  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  around 
.Nqrth  America.  The  second  leg  has 
>i8t  been  completed  by  his  Jour- 
ney from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific 
around  Europe  and  Asia. 

If  Amunsden  reaches  the  North 
Polo,  he  will  have  touched  both  ends 
of  the  glol>e,«for  he  Is  credited  with 
the  discovery  of  the  South  Pole. 

The  Maud,  wh|ch  sailed  from  Nor- 
way In  1918,  arrived  at  Sledge  Island, 
15  miles  from  here^flve  days  ago,  but 
because  of  storms  was  unable  to  make 
this  port.

Open  and  undisguised  aid  is 
being  given  by  the  £U>viet  Government 
to  the  Nationalist  revolt  in  the  Tur- 
kish Bmpire  against  Allied  occupa- 
tion. Bolshevik  arms  have  pene- 
trated Persia.  It  ie  sdpppsed  to  be 
Soviet  Influence  that  la  b^hihd  the 
Arab  revolt  in  Mesopotamia,  and  M;.. 
Lenlne  and  his  colleagues  have  made 
no  secret  of  tHelr  purpose  to  stir  up 
the  Mohammedan  world  against 
British  prestige  In  the  Middle.  East. 

Dominating  the  Bolshevik  proposal 
■for  a  peace  conference  In  London  Is 
the  deep  rooted  desire,  first  to  cement 
the  security  of  tenure  of  the  Moscow 
regime,  and,  secondly,  to  qpen  up  new 
avenues  for  the'spreaB  of  theoHeg-^f  i 
world  revolution.  General  Luden- 
dorff  speaks  nothing  but  the  simple 
truth  when  he  says  that  Lenlne  has 
"advanced  his  lines  to  the  frontiers 
of  China,  Afghanistan,  Periia  and 
India,  and  is  now  preparing  to  con- 
tinue hie  progress."  The  real  prob- 
lem, as  he  pertinently  points  out,  is 
a  conflict  between  civilisation  and 
barbarism.  The  AUiea  anewer  to  this 
campaign  is,  that  dpon  certain  condi- 
tions— unstated — they  are  willing  to 
effect  ft  compromise  with  barbarism. 
All  otMfT  niat^iai-  vroiQileiDas/  (n  the 
worI(|.^t64ay''dMriadia  into  Insignifi- 
cance in'  coBiparison  with  th^  idlre 
possibilities  which  may  eventuate 
from  the  secret  diplomacy  now  being 
hatched. 

The  advanc<),  along  the  whole  front 
of  the  Bolshevik  armies  Into.  Poland 
can  be  readily  explained.  Although 
an  armistice  was  asked  for  and  agreed 
upoh  It  is  a  part  of  Soviet  diplomacy 
to  continue  to  attack  Poland  so  as 
to  force  France  and  Britain  to  agree 
to  a  peace  conference  under  the  aegis 
of  tho  Supreme  Council.  The  latter, 
in  -the  cases  of  both  Poland  and  Ar- 
menia, has  shown^  it  either  cannot  or 
will  not  guarantee  the  Independence 
of  these  tw6  countries  by  force  of 
arms.  Thus  thO  emlMMrles*  of  gie 
Soviet  Government  would  go  to  any 
peace  cunference  in  London  enjoying 
a  position  stronger  thaii  att  thtr  rtsst 
of  the  Powers  combined,  for  Russia 
h^s  shown  she  la  wilting  to  fight  and 
•  to  employ  all  the  reeourees  of  eiomen* 
t%ry  force  which  are  at  lier  diapoeal. 
Premier  Mlllejrand,  ^o  ,tftr  as  can  .b« 
gathered,  has  taken  a  firm  stand  in 
laying  down  conditions  upon  which 
Russia  will  be  adm'itted  to  a  peace 
conference,  but  the  peoples  affected 
are  entitled  to  know  to  the  taat  par* 
tieular  what  thqse  condltlona  are. 
certainly  the  Brttlsh  people*  havo  the 
right  to  learn  iftow  hk  they  are  {^  ite 
delivered  ove^  to  (he  propaganda 
'  methods  of  a  nation  whose  govern- 
ment la  frankly  atheietio.  wboee 
power  is  malnlBtned  by  militarism, 
and  who  have  already  shown  that 
th«y  regard  witb  Btf^aeHn^  eyaiclsm 
the  sanctity  of  the  pitbllo  law  of 
Europe  and  of  the  world.

The  crew  of  the  yacht  Resolute, 
which  maintained  the  America's  Cup 
aa  the  property  of  the  New  Terk 
Yacht  Club,  was  composed  of  twenty- 
two  Norweglana,  seven  Swedes  and 
one  Dane,  all  naturalized  American 
citixens.  The  Americans,  no  doubt, 
Are  at  liberty  to  man  the  vessel  they 
select  for  an  international  race  with 
any  crew  they  please,  but  under  the 
circumstances  it-  would  have  been 
more  fitting  if  American-born  dtlxens 
had  handled  the  Reaolute  In  her  racea 
with  the  Shamrock  and  the  essen- 
tially Brltieh  crew  of  the  latter.  In 
that  way  it  would  have  been  more  of 
an  International  contest,  more  of  ar 
exhibition  of  actual  rivalry  between 
Brltieh  and  American  seaipanship, 
whereas  the  crew  of  the  !Resolute  un- 
doubledly  to  a  great  extent  gained 
yachting  experience  in  European 
watere.

Every 
police  officer  in  the  posse  is  heavily 
armed,  most  of  them  bearing  rifles, 
and  the  method  adopted  from  ihe 
start  of  keeping  jJie  joada  -and  croas« 
roads  covered  is  being  persisted  In. 
But,  owing  to  the  wild  nature  of  the 
country-side,  there  are  Innumorable 
opportunities  foi-  a  determined  and 
active  man  to  hide  him»elf.  though 
ultimately,  the  iiolice  believe,  he  will 
seek  to  reach  the  v.Mter  and  «ecure 
escai>e  by  one  of  the  many  small 
fisfiing  boats  constantly  touching  at 
points  along  the  east  coast,  or,  it  Is 
surmised,  he  might  attempt  to 
double  baclc  down  the  Island  In  the 
hope  of  throwing  his  pursuers  off 
the  trail.

In  deciding  a  point  at  laeue  be- 
tween counsel  in  Supreme  Court 
Chambers  yesterday,  Mr.  Justice  Mur- 
phy let  fall  some  grave  hints  that  in 
his  opinion  certain  members  of  the 
Victoria  bar  bad  In  several  recant  in- 
stances not  maintained  the  hi(,h  pio- 
fejslonal  standard  for  which  the  lo- 
cal bar  had   fornnerly  been  famoii<<. 

The  learned  .Judge  waK  careful  to 
exclude  from  the  application  of  his 
remarks  the  learned  centlemen 
whose  applications  were  under  con- 
sideration at  the  time.  But  as  those 
applications  Involved  professional  un- 
dertakings between  certain  other 
counsel,  which  undertakings  had  ap- 
parently not  been  fulfilled  in  a  man- 
ner consonant  with  His  Lordship's 
standard  of  professional  ethics.  Mr. 
Justice  MiH*phy  seised  the  occasion  to 
utter  what  was  taken  as  a  very  se- 
rious statement  by  those  members 
of  the  bar  present  in  the  assixa  court- 
room. 

The  learned  Judge  said  that  he  was 
obliged  to  make  the  order  under  dis- 
cussion In  a  specific  way,  because  he 
was  sorry  to  ^fiy  the  Victoria  bar  was 
not  what   It   used   to   be. 

His  Liordshlp  continued  that  at  one 
time  tha  high  professional  standard 
of  the  Victoria  bar  was  the  pride 
of  tha  Province.  "I  was  once  a 
member  of  this  bar  myself,  and  I 
should  Indeed  be  sorry  to  know  that 
its  former  standards  of  professional 
eohduct  had  bean  lowered."  said  ha. 
Tha  laarned  Judge  said  that  there 
had  been  aaveral  retrettable  in- 
stances latalx  of  tha  sort  of  thlnr  to 
which   ha  referred. 

Mr.  Justice  Marphy  did  not  tp^- 
city  either  poraons  or  inst«.ncas  in 
his  carefully  phrased  reference  to 
those  practices  of  which  he  had  apo- 
Itan  in  anch  diaapprovlnc  tarma.  Ho 
axpreaaly  euluded  from  thoae  refer- 
•ncas  the  iWroad  aentlcman  wbo 
ware  bafera  him  at  the  time.

The  late  Mrs.  Bick- 
ford waa.  born  at  Stowell,  Someraet, 
Envtand,  and  came  when  a  younr 
woman  to  Britlah  Columbia,  arriving 
in  Victoria  in  the  aeventiea  after  an 
adventuroua  Journey.  The  whole  trip 
took  five  weeks,  of  which  twelve  lonsr 
days  and  nighta  were  spent  in  the 
Journey  acrora  the  United  States  by 
the  Union  Pacific  Line  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, ^nd  the  many  diacbmforts  of 
the  Journey  included  a  "hold-up"  In 
Omaha.  Mri*.  Bickford  finally  arrived 
at  hel-  destination,  Victoria,  in  the  ill- 
fated  Pacific,  which  latey  foundered 
off  Cape  Flattery  with  4({0  aouls  on 
board.

When  the  Streets  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  meets  tomorrow  after- 
noon It  will  be  addressed  by  Mr.  C.  C. 
•i'emberton.  who  has  laid  before  the 
Coiuicil  a  proposal  that  broadleaf 
maple  seeds  should  be  preserved  here 
and  ptknted  In  places  where  they 
might  grow  to  become  ornamental 
shade  trees.  Mr.  Pembertoh  clalihs 
that  'every  detail  of  the  plan  is  feas- 
ible, and  In  a  letter  to  the  Council 
outlines   his  views,   as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  make  the  following  sug- 
gestions   to    you,      namely:    That    the 
quantities   of   seeds   of    the    broadleaf 
maple   (aoer     macrophyllum)      which 
every  year  are   swept   off  our  streets 
and    boulevards     and      carted      away 
should    be    put   In    places    where   they 
would    grojr      into    flpe      ornamental 
grovea   of  a    most     valuable      timber 
tree.      The    tree    la    well    rated    both 
from      an     aesthetic     and      economic 
standpoint  and   locally  It   grows   with 
phenomenal  rapidity.  There  are  many 
parts  of  the  city  more  or  less  barren, 
in    the    parks,    foreshore,    etc.,      that 
would    be    Improved    by    the    presence 
<A  this  tree.     It  thrives  on  the  shore 
line  of  the  coast,  notably  at  Cadboro 
Bay.      The    function    of   forest    in   re- 
claiming     areas.       protection       from 
erosion    creation    of    humus,  soli.    etc. 
are  well     established     and     generally 
known,    and.    as    a    timber    tree    this 
maple    haa    the    advantage    of    repro- 
ducing   readily   and    rapidly    in    "cop- 
pice    culture"     or     reproduction     by 
sprouts    from   stumps,    etc.      In    other 
parts    of    the    continent    where    they 
once  had  as  abundant  supply  of  tim- 
ber, as  we   now   think  we  have,  they 
have    had    to    call    upon    their    park 
landa  for  timber  by  selection  cuttings, 
etc.     Mr.  J.   Grove  Smith,  in  Novem- 
ber   last,-  told    us   that   the   forests   of 
Canada,  exclusive  of  those  of  Britlah 
Columbia,  would  laat  only  twenty-five 
years  and  a  little  foresight  today  may 
enable    ua    at    absolutely    no    cost    to 
ensure    to    the    rising      generations    a 
valuable  supply  of  superior  timber  in 
the    next    twenty-flve    or   thirty    yeara 
and    at   the    aame    time   Improve   the 
soil    and    climate    conditions    of    our 
parks   and    shores.      For   timber,    this 
tree  would  only  need  a  little   protec- 
tion  from  llluaage  and  to  be  allowed 
to   grow    in   denae    stands   or   groves. 
All  authorltlea  apeak  well  of  the  tree, 
both    on    account    of    Ita    omaihental 
value  and  economic  use. 

la  Highly  Valued 

"Elwes  and  Henr>-.  In  their  great 
and  superb  ptibllcatlon  "The  Trees 
of  Oreat  Britain  and  Ireland"  praise 
the  tree,  and  John  Henry  Elwea, 
r.R.8..  thus  writes  of  the  broadleaf 
maple: 

"  Timber — The  wood  though  un- 
known In  Europe  la  actual  In  beauty 
and  aimilar  In  charaeter  .to  that  of 
the  eastern  maples,  and  la  more 
valued  than  any  other  native  hard- 
wood in  British  Columbia  and  Wuah- 
ingtoiv  In  old  trees  It  la  very  well 
figured,  though  the  figure  la  larger, 
bolder  and  lean  regular  than  In  the 
suaar  maple,  and  the  color  not  ao 
uniform;  some  parts  of  the  henrtwood 
being  of  a  red  brown.'

.  To  till  tho  fchoolroom  with  abound- 
lay  Itfo.  montal  and  physical,  to 
awaken  the  eympathiea  of  tho  chil- 
dron  (or  old  a««  and  infaaey,  aa 
wall  aa  to  create  an  intereat  In  Na- 
ture, were  some  of  the  effects  of  a 
lesson  given  by  Mies  E.  M.  Coney  on 
Tnosday  nMrning  to  a  group  of  very 
Ilttlo  children  on  the  lines  of  the 
poem  of  Hiawatha,  describing  the 
childhood  of  the  Indian  hero.  If 
tho  Instruction  had  any  fixed  aim  It 
was  not  apparent,  so  naturally  did 
words  and  actions  aeem  to  flow. 

Tot  It  was  evident,  as  the  lesson 
proooeded,  that  preparation  had  been 
node.  The  initial  lesson  had  been 
given  the  day  before.  A  miniature 
forest  grew  from  the  sand  table  and 
In  it  was  a  glasa  representing  the 
BUnlng  Water,  Oltchee  Qumce.  In 
the  shadow  of  the  trees  stood  the 
wigwam  of  Nokomifl.  Firs  and  pines 
differ  in  sixe  and  mode  of  growth, 
and  this  difference  the  children  lm>- 
tated. 

Very  close  to  the  llltle  ones  the 
taach^  came  as  she  talked  m  sweet, 
low  tones  about  the  poor  little  baby 
crying  in  Its  dark  home.  The  model 
of  an  Indian  cradle,  with  its  occupant/ 
swathed  in  reeds  and  fastened  in  se- 
curely, was  shown,  and  the  method 
of  hanging,  the  cradle  to  a  tree  11- 
lustrateir. 

The  bears  who  lived  in  the  woods 
were  looked  for  by  the  boys'  as  the 
teacher,  representing  old  Nokomis, 
ezolaimed.    "Hush!    the    naked      bear 


will  get  thee."  It  was  explained  that 
sueh  words  wore  used  long  ago  by 
Indian  grandmothers,  but  that  little 
babies  should  not  be  frightened  in 
those  days. 

An  owl  perched  on  the  piano  looked 
down  on  the  children  with  its  big, 
roand  eyes.  That  it  was  a  part  of 
this  lovely  game  of  make  believe,  as 
far  as  tha  chUdren  were  concerned, 
waa  evident.  The  baby  had  bigeyjBs. 
too,  and  soon  the  children  had 
learned  to  repeat  the  lines  of  the 
InHaby  by  Nokomis, 
"Bwa-yea!  my  little  owlet! 
Who  is  this  that  lights  the'wlgwam? 
Ewa-yea!   my  little  owlet!" 

When  the  pupils  were  familiar 
with  the  words,  they  formed  a  group, 
round  tho  piano  and.  with  the  help 
ot  the  student  tbachers,  learned  a 
pretty  air  to  which  the  words  had 
been  set.  Before  the  lesson'  was 
over  one  of  the  little  girls  codld  sing 
the  song  through  alone.  No  word 
was  said  by  the  teacher  to  divert  th^ 
children's  attention  from  the  work  In 
hand.  » 

Work  and  Play 

Off  to  their  seats  they  hurried, 
and  a  box  full  vf  beads  was  given 
each  to  make  a  pretty  ^necklace  for 
Baby  Hiawatha.  The  beads  were 
taken  home  to  Show  their  mothers 
and  those  who  could  not  put  their 
neoklacoe  over  their  heads  were 
givon  string  so  'that  they  might 
make  them  longer  at  home.  , 

A  Jolly,  game  of  dickery,  diokery 
dock  followed,  the  children  unc8n- 
ociously  moving  to  the  rhythm  of 
tho  music.  It  was  noticeable  that 
there  was  no  marching.  The  children 
wore  allowed  to  go  to  their  seats  and 
to  the  playground  in  their  own  way. 

For  nearly  an  hour  the~  little  folk 
were  absorbed  in  the  story  of  the 
baby  in  the  wigwam  and  the  -arand- 
mother  who  loved  him.  To  them 
nothing  else  mattered,  and  they  paid 
not  the  slightest  attention  to  tha 
older  peopla  who  sat  around  the 
room.  ^ 

In  an  admirable  Nature  lesson 
Mrs.  Ada  Ward  drew  from  the  class 
all  that  they  knew  about  a  carrot, 
and  led  them  to  discover  much  that 
thoy  did  not  know.  When  this  was  ' 
over  the  teachers  were  shown  how 
painting,  modelling,  paper  folding, 
and  even  needlework,  could  be  used 
in  fixing  and  extending  the  child's 
knowledge  concerning  the  order  ot 
plants  useful  to  man.  The  allusions 
in  literature  and  legend  to  plant  life 
may  be  seised  upon  by  the  teacher 
who  is  on  the  lookout  for  motives  to 
create  interest. 

Ways  of  Birds 

In  beginning  a  very  ehort  course 
of  lectures  on  birds,  on  Tuesday  af- 
ternoon, Mr.  W.  M.  Fleming,  B.8.A., 
of  Duncan,  said  he  did  not  speak  aa 
an  authority  on  the  subject  of.  or- 
nithology. 

His  knowledge  had  been  gleaned 
largely  from  .personal  experience 
whno  ho  was  a  teacher,  and  for  that 
reason  it  might  bo  of  special  inter- 
est and  use  to  a  body  of  fSachers. 
It  was  evident  throughout  the  lec- 
ture that  the  subject  was  one  which 
many  of  the  students  were  already 
studying  and  In  which  they  took  *  a 
keen  and  intelligent  Interest. 

Mr.  Fleming  traced  back  the  Im* 
polao  w^hleh  had  directed  him  to> 
wards  the  study  of  birds  to  the  year 
1906.  He  was  attending  a  eourso 
of  lectures  In  xoology  in  Toronto 
when  one  day  a  classmate,  who  hao 
aineo  made  a  name  for  himself  in 
that  field,  Robin  Thompson,  leaned 
aver  and  asked  him  how  many  apo- 
clea  of  blrda  ho  oonld  Identify.

VANCOUVER,  July  28. — Offlclal

The  advantage  of  wlreTMa  on  (tail- 
ing vessels  are  many,  among  which 
may  be  mentioned  the  convenience  of 
being  ableto  c«mmunrcate  "with  the 
owners  any  time  of  the  day  or  night, 
the  elimination  of  anxiety  regarding 
safety  of  vessels  In  time  of  storm, 
the  receiving  of  derelict  warnings,  or 
time  signals  by  the  captain,  and  ante- 
guarding  of  life  and  property.  , 

Veaaels  carrying  wireless  equipment 
can  otteh  yoid  salvages  by  having 
relief  sent  %  time  of  accident  by 
neighboring  ports  at  contract,  price. 
Instead  of  being  at  the  mercy  of  the 
first  vessel  which  happens  to  com^  to 
their  relief.  Also  in  the  matter  of 
insurance,  risks  are  often  accepted  or 
rejected,  depending  on  whether  the 
vessel  carries  a  radio  equlpmnt  or  not.

he  la  asMciated.  was  one  which  ap- 
pealed ntroncly  to  the  Imaclnatlon  of 
the  Keneml  public,  which  is  quick  to 
appreciate  oourase  In  any  shape.  Now 
that  this  biy  deal  has  been  eompluted 
and  the  reenlts  are  known,  the^flnan- 
cial  feat  performed  by  Lord  Inchcape 
can  be  fully  appraised.  The  numbor 
of  steamers  acquired  from  the  Gov- 
ernment was,  as  sUted  above,  198, 
and  the  total  sum  involved  £36,000,- 
000.  The  cost  entailed  in  disposing 
of  them  has  amounted  to  no  more 
than  £859,  which  Is  equal  to  a  4iath 
part  of  ft  per  cent.
